other cities. It is idle for us to close our 
eyes to iacts. We had as well realize at 
once the true condition and act ae- 
cordingly. 

We have said and must repeat with 
greater earnestness, that the move to place 
lines of boats in the W bite river, in Arkan- 
sas, and in the Arkansas river is a most 
important one, and one that our city can- 
not afford to bave fail. Let this be done 
promptly by the aid of each merchant, 
manufacturer, and owner of property in 
our midst. And then let us look to the 
Cumberland, Tennessee, Red, and other 
rivers, and when we have supplied the 
boats required by commerce and com- 
pleted our railroads we need fear no rivals 
in trade, but will move on prospering and 
to prosper.

lygamy in Utah means war, and that its

It is estimated that the enforcement of 
these provisions would throw five thousand

text of affording support to the wives and 
tamilies of the polygamic offenders; and it 
is to be carried out whether they are incar- 
cerated in prison or fly beyond the author- 
ity of the United States. It is a mere pre- 
text to say that the confiscated property 
will be used for the benefit of Mormon 
wives and children. If the polygamic 
husbands fly from Utah, their families will 
undou btedly accompany them; if the po- 
lygamic husbands are imprisoned (which 
is an absurdity), society will be utterly

The Jews in Rome. 

The Jews in the Eternal City constitute 
the oldest Hebrew colony on the continent 
ot Europe. As much falsehood has been 
written and read about them, a few facts 
touching their past and present condition, 
which we gather from the fvureign cor- 
respondence of the New York Evening 
Post, may not prove uninteresting. 

Eighteen centuries ago the Roman em- 
perors first transplated from Judea the an- 
cestors of those who now inhabit the banks 
ot the Tiber; and there, in the Ghetto, con- 
tinue to live all the Israelites of the work- 
ing classes who have either emigrated here 
or have been born within its walls. 
Doubtless, under the Cersars and under the 
Popes their condition was most unenvia- 
ble, and they have been persecuted and 
oppressed most shameiully; but this tyr- 
apny was not peculiar to Rome, and it is 
not many years since in England the chil- 
dren of Israel have been relieved from the 
disabilities which had weighed upon them 
for centuries. 

A late writer has giver a most interest- 
ing account of the sufferings of the deni- 
zens of the Ghetto, but he has forgotten to 
state that, when the ediet of Philip II. 
drove the Jews from Spain, thousands of 
them sought refuge and protection under 
the Roman Popes. He draws attention to 
the walls which shut off the Israclites {rom 
the rest of humanity, as though they were 
unclean things, but he does not say, as 
does the correspondent of the Post, that 
these walls—removed by order of Pius LX.

A deputation of the principal 
rabbis used to present to the newly-elected 
Pope a copy of the Pentateuch written on 
parchment, from which he would read a 
chapter, and then add: “We concede to you 
the Law, but we condemn your interpreta- 
tion of it; for He of whom you say ‘He 
will come’ bas already come in the person 
of Jesus Christ, who, we pray, may open 
your eyes to the truth.” This is entirely 
diflerent trom the versien given by an 
imaginative writer, who haa put into the 
mouth of the Popes the words, “We curse 
the Hebrew people and their exposition of 
the Law, but we affirm it.”
